Plant terrestrial, up to 18.J1 cm. tall. Hoots fibrous, 
lanuginose. Stem decumbent at tlie slightly swollen base, 
provided near the base with two loose membranaceous 
sheaths of which the upper is elongate, bearing near its 


apex a single leaf, striate-angulate in the dried specimen. 
Leaf suborbicular-cordate, !•-(>..5 cm. long to the sharp 
sinus, 4. * 2 - 0 . 4 cm. wide, abruptly acute, membranaceous, 
widely spreading, the mid-nerve carinate beneath. Pe¬ 


duncle below the inflorescence up to 0.8 cm. long. Ra¬ 
ceme sublax, about 21-dowered or less, *2-0.1) cm. across 
in the dried specimen; rachis 1.4-0.8 cm. long; floral 


bracts minute, triangular,acuminate, concave, spreading. 
Pedicellate ovary slender, up to 11 mm. long. Flowers 
large for the plant, deep maroon. Lateral sepals redexed 
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and parallel to each other, lanceolate, acuminate, 8.5-10.8 
nun. long, about mm. wide, asymmetrical below, 
with revolute margins, .‘{-nerved with the mid-nerve more 
or less prominent beneath.

Petals strongly reHexed in natural position, filiform from 


a triangular base, about 8-P mm. long. 1-nerved. Dip 
lanceolate in outline, 7.mm. long, about .‘{.*2 mm. 
wide near the middle when expanded, with a pair of erect 
semicircular more or less undulate lobules at the base; 
just in front arc two fleshy retrorse horns; the central

the genus, arcuate, mm. long in natural position, 

dilated at the base, rather broadIv winged above. 

This is a most unusual Diparis with apparently no 
allies in the American tropics. In the peculiar structure 
of the Hower, it recalls the otherwise dissimilar /Jparis 
(intrust ilium .I.J.Sm., a native of .lava.
